. How may we get a clearer Conception of 

A. For the clearer Conception of this 
Matter, we may take a brief Survey of 
what relative Holineſ means under the Old 


\ Teſtament, and of the various Degrees of 1 it, 


as Things inanimate were the Subjects of it. 
The Court of the Temple was holy, the 
Temple itſelf was more holy, and neither of 
theſe were ſo holy as the Sanctuary, i. e. 


the Holy of Holjes : But the Ark of God 
aid up in the Sanctuary ſeems to have been 


more boly than all. The Holineſs of the Ark 


Vas ſo great, that many were ſtruck dead 
for looking into it with impure Eyes, 1 Sam. 
Vi. 19. and Uzzah but for touching it, (to 


fave it from falling) was inſtantly ſtruck 
with Death, 2 Sam. vi. 7. Whatever God 


| is pleaſed to ſan#ify by his ſpecial Preſence, 
or to claim a ſpecial Property in, or to ſepa- 
rate to ſacred Uſes, that is relatively holy, 


has a ſpecial Relation to God, and muſt be 


treated with Reverence. If the thing in it- 


ſelf be ever ſo mean, as ſoon as God has 
given it a ſacred Relation, and as it were 
ſealed it with his own Signet, it muſt be 
treated with Awe and Reverence, leſt God 


be 
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be provoked by our making that commen, 
which he hath /an#ified. Go. 
Q. Can this be farther illuſtrated? 

A. This Notion of relative Holineſs is ve- 
ry eaſy and intelligible z or if it wanted 
further Illuſtration, it might be done from 
familiar Examples of a lower Kind. The 
Thrones, Sceptres, Crewns, or Preſence Rooms 
of earthly Kings are in a lower Senſe relatibe-

But the 
neral Doctrine of that Chapter is, that 
whether with Faith and Sacraments or 
without, whether in or out of Covenant, 
whether before Chriſt or ſince, none ever 
was, or will be accepted, but in and thro” 
the grand Propitiation made by the Blood of 
Chriſt. _ This Doctrine was taught in the 
Sacrifices, and Services of the Law; and is 
the Subſtance of the Goſpel.

This Meat is adminiſtered by the Hand of 
God, while by the Hand of Faith we or- 
dinarily take it; and that in Uſe of the Sa- 
craments. But God may in an extraordi-

Q. Are there am other explanatory Places 
that confirm this Interpretation? |
